WASHINGTON, May 3.—-The 
preme Court to-day decided the case 
of the State of Maryland against the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company. 
The a’ deferred’ pay- 
ment of $500,000 as due for the period 
between 1867 and 1870, being one fifth 
of the amount of passenger fare over 
the Washington and _ Baltimore 
brangh,of the road. The Company 
refused to pay the amount to the 
State on the’plea that the tax was 
unconstitutional. ‘This the Court of 
Appeals of Maryland overruled, af- 
firming the right of the State to the 
money in question.
